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AT BR UNS WICK, GEORGIA ; 

Lieutenant JOHNNY HARRIS, Glynn County 
Police Department, advised on November 2o, 1963, that 
he received information from SV T-l on that date 
who stated he was at the Town and Country Restaurant 
at New Orleans, Louisiana, in March or April, 1963, 
and observed an individual who looked like pictures 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD that SV T - 1 had observed recently 
on television and in newspapers in connection with the 
•assassination of President JOHN F . • KENNEDY. HARRIS 
stated SV T-l told him this individual was wearing 
a dark suit and was accompanied by a blonde-headed 
woman. SV T-l observed this .individual receive a 
large quantity of money from the owner of this 
restaurant whom SV T-l described as being of Italian 
descent. : ~ 

■ SV T-l was interviewed on November 29, 1963. 
He stated that between February 15, 1963, -and April 15, 
1963, he made a business trip to Texas and stopped at 
New Orleans, Louisiana, where he made some business' 1 
calls and traveled back to Georgia. One night he 
and a friend were introduced to the owner of the . 

Town and Country Restaurant in New Orleans. 1 He was 
•unable to recall the restaurant owner’s name but 
he described him as a white ■ male, age 50, 6. feet tall, 

• 2 vo pounds, dark .complexion, gray hair, combed straight 
beck and of Italian ancestry. SV T-l stated he and 
his friend went into the main dining room of. the 
restaurant where there were customers only at two 
other tables. SV T-l observed a yqung couple enter the 
dining room and sit at a table about two tables 
from where .he and his companion were sitting. ■ SV T-l 
stated this man greatly resembled photographs of ISE 
HARVEY OSWALD whom he had seen during the past week 
or< television and in the newspapers^ in connection with 
the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY.
